AGAINST WORM 


fASSOCIATED PR-=SS TEl.EGRAMl 


, Washington, Jufy 24.— While ento- 
.mologists of the department of. ag- 
. riculture are cohcerne'd over the un- 
'usual prevalence and activity of the 
army worm, the Hessian fly and the 
Tussock moth in many .sections of the 
country this summer, causing dam- 
age to crops and trees, thej say there 
is no danger of a recurrence of the 
army worm pest next year, for a para- 
site, 'much like the house tly m ap- 
pearance, is causing the deaths of 
from fifty to ninety per cent, of the 
caterpillars. 


The army worm which has appeared 


in hordes in almost the entire eastern 
section of the country, emerges from 
eggs laid by moths that apparently 
swarmed up from the southwest. They 
have done gteat damage to meadows, 
eating away the grass. The depart- 
ment of agriculture has advised farm- 
ers where worms have not yet at- 
tacked a field to plow furrows 
in 


front of them, throwing the furrow 
in the direction the worms are trav- 
eling. The worms will fall into the 
furrow {and when it is full, may be 
killed by dragging a log back 
and 


forth or by pouring 
kerosene 
in 


holes previously dug at the bottom 
of. -the furrow to catch the worms. A 
dough made of paris green, 
wheat, 


bran, juice of oranges and molasses 
is recommended where worms already 
are in the field. 


The hessian fly is causing devasta- 


tion among the wheat fields in 
the 


east, particularly in Virginia, and the 
western section of North and South 
Carolina. 
Farmers are being urged 


to sow wheat later than they 
have 


been doing, so that the plant will not 
be above ground at the 'time the eggs 
are laid.

I said to , 
a gentleman near me, I feel at home 
in this car because it was made in 
my town in Ohio. 
\ We were whirled at a raipid rate 
through canyons 
of sky 
scrapers, 


past miles of stately residences and 
beautiful lawns, past numerous parks 
studded with trees 
and 
waiving 


palms. Arriving at Golden Gate we 
visited Ihe famous Cliff House, which 
overlooks 'Seal Rock, so named be- 
cause of many seals inhabiting them. 
We spent some time watching 
the 


sporting on the rocks, chasing 
and 


tumbling over one another like kit- 
tens at play. The seals are protected 
by law. No one is allowed to injure 
or frighten them, therefore they do 
not fear man. 


Leaving the seals we wended our 


way to the beach. There we found 
hundreds of men, women and children 
bathing in the 
surf and 
enjoying 


other sports on the sand. 


Immediately in the rear of the 


beach is a ibluff several hundred feet 
high overlooking the ocean, on 
the 


summit of which is located Sutro 
Park, one of the 
most picturesque 


spots in this country. The face of 
the bluff was covered with vines and 
beautiful flowers, making a gorgeous 
back ground for the beach. It was 
certainly a 
grand picture. 
"After 


spending some time there we leisure- 
ly strolled up the winding road 
to 


the park. On entering, we were met 
with a sight such as one does not 
often see. Beautiful drives and wind- 
ing paths leading in /every direction. 
The walks are .bordered with choicest 
flowers of every hue and color.

We sat there in that beauti- 
ful fort away above the ocean, inhal- 
ing the sweet -fragrance of the God- 
given flowers blooming around, and 
enjoying the grand sights that lay be- 
fore us — the vast ocean in our front, 
the world renowned Golden Gate be- 
low us, the seals in their native state 
in their frolics, the light-house which 
warns ships of the dangerous rocks in 
Golden Gate, the fog horn that blows 
continuously during fog; Fort Point, 
where every night a large search light 
guides the ships to a safe harbor: 
Mt. Tamalpais, one of the 
highest 


points -in, Calliornia, with, its rail- 
road winding like- a huge snake up to 
the highest pinnacle; the grand city ot 
San Francisco to our right; the beau- 
tiful bay with the myriads of -vessels 
moving in all directions; ships of 
all nations passing in 
and out of 


Golden Gate; the children playing in 
the sands on the beach; 
birds hop- 


ping here and there, sending up their 
sweet songs of praise, all combined to 
make a panorama such, as no other 
country can boast. But to make the 
picture more complete, and even more 
beautiful, Old Glory tloated from the 
forts, buildings and snips. 


It is a beautiful evening, calm and 


free; breathless with adoration, the 
broad sun is sinking. It seems a soft 
dismission from the sky, so poised, so 
gently she descends from high. The 
gentleness of heaven is on the sea. 


Sitting 01* tne very limit of our 


native land we watched- the glorious 
orb of day, dressed in celestial tire, 
descend toward the ocean. "The sun 
is now nearing the water, lower and 
lower it drops, its crimson 
glory 


spreading far 
and near 
over 
the 


bosom of the deep blue sea. Now they

Deeper and deeper it sinks. How beau- , 
tiful, words cannot describe nor artist ' 
paint the gorgeous picture. 


The sun is now half swallowed by 


the deep blue waters. Deep down in 
the ocean -is seen the reflection of the 
upper half, and the real sun above 
the water combined with the reflec- 
tion is wonderfully beautiful. 


At this point a sailing ship passed 


which gave the scene the appearance 
of a moving- picture with the setting 
sun as a back ground. Slowly it 
sinks until (but a small tip is seen 
above the ocean, there it seemed to 
linger to say its last good night.
